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Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 34 is objected to because of the following informalities: on line 1 , "{Different 
height post pivots}" is awkward and should be deleted from the claim altogether. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 28-46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims 28-46 all recites the limitation "A flat rack" in line 1 . There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claims. 

Claim 29 recites the limitation "capture and handling fittings" in line 2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 32 recites the limitation "capture and handling fittings" in lines 1-2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 33 recites the limitation "a platform deck " in line 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 36 recites the limitation "capture and handling fittings" in line 3. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 41 recites the limitation "capture and handling fittings" in lines 1-2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Claim 44 recites the limitation "support posts " in line 4 and "inset decks" in line 4 There 
is insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations in the claim. 

Claim 45 recites the limitation "underlying deck 11 in line 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 27-31, 33, 41-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by WO '455. 

WO 02/064455 discloses the claimed invention including a platform deck with capture 
and handling fittings disposed at different spans. Support posts 30, 40, 50 are also provided. And 
support posts 52 can be independently folded. 

6. Claims 27 and 33-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Nichols (3,807,581). 

7. Claims 27, 36, 38, and 46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by WO 0069756. 
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8. Claim 27 and claim 39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by EP '336. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

9. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

10. Claim 40 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over EP '336 in view 
of WO '677. 

EP '366 lacks a hinged trap door. 

WO '677 teaches a hinged trap door (as seen in Figure 5A and 5B. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to have provided a hinged trap door as taught by WO '677 for the deck of EP '366 in 
order to allow vehicles to be more compactly loaded on the deck and more compactly shipped. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 1 . Claims 32, 35, 37, and 43-45 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
